Arricte 1. To choose a moderator to preside in said 
meeting. 

Osgood T. Dean elected, and qualified before the town 
clerk. 

Arricte 2. To choose a clerk, treasurer, tax collector, 
three selectmen, three assessors, three overseers of the poor, 
two constables, one auditor, one tree warden, all for one year; 
one school committee for three years; one trustee of the pub- 
lic library for three years; one water commissioner for three 
years; one park commissioner. for three years; also to vote 
“Yes” or “No” in answer to the question, “Shall licenses for 
the sale of intoxicating liquors be granted in this town.” All 
the above to be on one ballot. Also to choose all other town 
officers. The polls will be open at eight o'clock, and may be 
closed at half past one in the afternoon. , 

Albert R. Daniels and Henry E. Hosmer sworn as ballot 
clerks and tellers by the moderator. Polls closed at 1.45 p. x.

Azricte 12. To see if the town will appropriate a sum 
not exceeding $300 for the purchase of a combination hose and 
fire wagon. 

That the town of Millis do purchase a wagon to be used 
asa hose wagon, the cost not to be over $300.00, and that the 
engineers and two members of the fire department be a com- 
mittee to purchase the same.

AnzricLte 13. To see if the town will vote to amend. Sec- 
tions 1 and 2 of Article 1 of the town by-laws, that the elec- 
tion of officers and all other town business of the annual meet- 
ing may be done on the same day; or act in any matter re- 
specting the same.

To see if the town will appropriate $250 for 
the service of a superintendent of schools; or act on any mat- 
ter relating thereto. 

Voted to appropriate $250 for service of superintendent 
of schools. 
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Arricte 16. To hear the report of the selectmen on 
guideboards; and appropriate money for the repairs of same. 

Verbal report by M. C. Adams. Voted to appropriate $50 
for repairs of guideboards. 

Arricte 17. To appropriate money for the payment of 
outstanding bills. 

Voted to appropriate $200 to pay outstanding bills of 
1901. : 

Voted that it is the sentiment of this meeting that the 
selectmen use unusvat effort to secure a state road in this 
town.

Arzicte 1. To choose a moderator. 

Osgood T. Dean elected and qualified. 

ArticLe 2. To hear report of selectmen on the cost of 
building Curve and Union streets, from the post-office to the 
East Millis station; and act on any matter relating thereto. 

Selectmen reported they had consulted a civil engineer, 
and it was estimated that the streets could be built for $475, 
if gravel was taken from pumping station pit, and more if 
taken from the “White” pit. Voted the report be accepted. 

Arricre 8. To sce if the town will appropriate money to 
build and repair Curve and Union streets, according to plans 
that have already been accepted; and act on any matter rela- 
ting thereto. 

Voted, 18 yes, 12 no, that the selectmen do build Curve 
and Union streets as per plans already accepted, and a sum 
not to exceed $700 be appropriated to cover cost of building 
and land damage. 

Articyy 4. Tosee if the town will build a new tramp 
house; or act in any matter relating to the care of tramps. 

Voted that the town build a tramp house 11x14 ft., 6}- 
foot posts, with eight bunks ; to be built with two sills in the 
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rear and one in front, projecting 5 feet, so it can be moved, 

the overseers of poor to get bids for the keeping of tramps and 

let the same, the building to be moved to the successful bid- 

der; tramps applying to the overseers for lodgings to be given 

a ticket entitling them to one night’s lodging once a year. 
Voted, 20 yes, 17 no, to appropriate $105. 


Articte 5. To see if the town will appropriate a sum of 
money to have the trees along the roadsides trimmed. 
Voted $25 be appropriated for use of tree warden. 


Articte 6. To establish custodian of the town’s inter- 
ests in the depot building. 

Voted that the selectmen be custodians of the town’s in- 
terests in the depot building, and be responsible for care and 
repair. 

ARTICLE 7. 2 

Voted this article be laid on the table until end of war- 
rant. 

Arricte 8. To see if the town will vote to refund that 
portion of its indebtedness due the Commonwealth of Massa- 
chusetts, and authorize its treasurer, with the approval of a 
majority of its selectmen, to borrow Money and issue certifi- 
cates of the indebtedness of the town therefor, for the purpose 
of paying the notes of the town now held by the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts. 

Tt was unanimously voted that the Town Treasurer be au- 
thorized, with the approval of a majority of the selectmen, to 
borrow the sum of seven thousand five hundred dollars 
(37,500) for the purpose of paying the notes of the town, now 
held by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts; one dated De- 
cember 1st, 1896, due November 1, 1902, $1,500; one dated 
December 1, 1896, due November 1, 1903, $2,000; one dated 
December 1, 1896, due November 1, 1904, $2,000; and one 
dated December 1, 1896, due November 1, 1905, $2,000, giving 
therefor the notes of the town signed by the treasurer and 
counter-signed by a majority of the selectmen, bearing inter- 
est at a rate not exceeding four per cent (£%) per annum, paya- 
ble semi-annually. Said notes shall be payable seven hun-- 
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dred fifty dollars ($750.00) each year from December 1, 1902, 
to December 1, 1911, both inclusive. 


Arricte 9. To hear the report of the committee on by- 
laws; and act on any matter relating thereto. 

Your committee on revision of by-laws beg leave to sub- 
mit the following :— 


That all after the word “shall” in the 18th line of Sect. 1, 
Art. I. be repealed, and the following words substituted in 
place therof: “at once be taken up, and acted upon in regular 
order. After all the articles of the warrant shall haye been 
disposed of, the declaration of the votes for town officers shall 
be made by the moderator.” 

That all of Sect. 2, Art I. be repealed. J 

That Sect. 4, Art. IL. be amended by adding the following 
paragraph: “They shall also submit to the town, with their 
annual report, a recommendation of such sums of money as in 
their judgment is necessary for the town to appropriate for 
the succeeding financial year, and said recommendations shall 
be printed collectively in the auditor’s report. The selectmen, 
in their recommendations, shall embrace all items under the 
respective headings, not devolving upon any other board.” 

That Sect. 5, Art. I-be Sark by striking out the word 
“five” in the second line, and inserting the word “nine” in its 
place.

Revisep Laws, Cuaprer 29. 
Extracts rrom Srcrioxs 1, 3, 4, 6, 7 axp 8. 

Section 1. Each city and town clerk shall receive or ob- 
tain and record * * * factsrelative to the births * * < 
in his city or town. 

Sxcrron 3. Physicians and midwives shall, on or before 
the fifth day of each month, report to the clerk of each city or 
town a correct list of all children born therein during the pre- 
ceding month at whose birth they were present. * * * 

Section 4. A member or servant of a family in which a 
child is born, who has knowledge of the facts required 
* * * shall furnish the same upon request of the clerk of 
the city or town * * * or of any person authorized by 
him. Penalty for refusal not more than ten dollars. 

Secrion 6. Parents, within forty days after the birth of 
achild, * * * shall cause notice thereof to be given to the 
clerk of the city or town in which such child is born. 

Every householder is required to give notice of a birth oc- 
curring in his house. 


Extracts From Cnaprrr 78, Revisep Laws. 

Szorion 38. No undertaker or other person shall bury a 
human body in a city or town or remove therefrom a homan 
body which has not been buried, except as provided in the fol- 
lowing section, until a permit therefor shall have been re- 
ceived from the proper authorities. No such permit shall be 
issued until there shall have been delivered to the board of 
health or agent a written statement, as required by law, with 
a physician’s certificate of the cause of death. 

Section 39, No undertaker or other person shall bury in 
a city or town a human body brought into this Commonwealth 
until he bas received a permit so to do from the proper author- 
ities. 
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Cuaprer 151, Section 29, Revisep Laws or Mass. 
Tf a marriage is solemnized in another state between par- 
ties living in this Commonwealth, who return to dwell here, 
they shall, within seven days after their return, file with the 
clerk or registrar of the city or town in which either of them 
lived at the time of their marriage a certificate or declaration 
of their marriage, including the facts relative to marriages 
which are required by law, and for neglect thereof shall forfeit 
ten dollars.

REPORT OF THE SCHOOL COMMITTEE. 


We respectfully submit the following report. 

In accordance with a vote passed at the last annual town 
meeting, the school committee joined with the committees of 
the towns of Westwood and Norfolk, and on last April formed 
a school union for the employment of a skilled superintendent 
of schools. a 

From a selection of about fifty candidates, Mr. M. J. 
West of North Easton was given’ a unanimous election, and 
commenced his duties last September. Mr. West is a man of 
more than 20 years of varied experience in educational work, 
having spent: part of that time as instructor in a state normal 
school. . 

The salary of the superintendent is $1500 yearly, and 
the state reimburses the towns forming such union $1250. 
The difference of $250 is equally divided among the three 
towns, making the net cost to each town $83.33} per year. 
Each town is also entitled to one-third of the superintendents 
time which is by fara much larger share than we have ever 
experienced before, and we believe that as time advances the 
schools will show the benefit of his experience and supervision. 

Hien Scxoot. 

During the fall it was brought to the attention of the 
school committee by the state board of education that, due to 
a recent law enacted for the benefit of high school education 
» in small towns, it would be best to make some change in our 
high and grammar schools. The town had a choice of two 
methods, in either of which the state would materially help 
in paying the bills. First, the discontinuance of all high 
school work, sending the high school pupils to approved high 
schools outside, the state paying the tuition; or second, the 
increasing of the high school work to a four-year course, em- 
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ploying two teachers for that grade of work, the state contrib 
uting $300 yearly. 

For many reasons it seemed wise to adopt the latter 
method. Accordingly the heating facilities were placed in 
the tower room and an assistant employed at the commence- 
ment of the winter term. 

Exiice Scnoon. 

An assistant teacher was employed in Ellice school at 
the beginning of the winter term, in order to do more thorough 
work for the large number of pupils in that school, and to 
accommodate two additional years of school work, and thus 
relieve the parents of the burden of transportation to Adams 
school. 

If the town had not quite recently voted directly against 
transportation, the school committee would have saved the 
expense of this additional teacher by paying the transporta- 
tion of the Rockville scholars. However, this would have 
been unfair to the pupils aboye the fifth grade coming from 
the other parts of the town who have to furnish their own 
transportation. 

_ We believe it would be in the interest of higher education 
if the town paid the transportation of all scholars living a 
stated distance away from the schools, who are required by 
the state to attend school until 15 years of age. The sum thus 
required for transportation would probably not exceed $6 per 
week. 

In closing, we cordially invite a close inspection of the 
financial report and a careful thought of all matters referring 
to the good of our, schools. It is our opinion that an appropria- 
‘tion of $4250 will be sufficient to defray all school expenses 
for the coming year.

SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 


To rae Scwoor Commrrse or Minus :— 

The superintendent of schools hereby submits his report 
for the year 1902, it being his first annual report. 

The period during which he has been connected with 
your schools has been so short, that an extended, or critical 
report is an impossibility, which if attempted would indicate 
undue haste, and presumption, in assuming to pass judgment 
upon matters that necessarily require much time to test, and 
prove expedient or inexpedient, right or wrong. 

As time passes, whatever of good we find in our schools 
should be carefully preserved, improved and established. 

Again, if the test of time shows, that in our best judg- 
ment, we are holding to elements of weakness, it becomes an 
imperative duty to remove the cause quietly, without the dan- 
ger of sudden revolution, but firmly, with the best interest of 
our children, and humanity at heart. 

Much of the time has peen used in becoming acquainted 
with conditions as they are, with teachers and pupils, and 
with such of the parents as I have been able to meet. In this 
direction fair results have been seoured, and the knowledge 
derived will be used conscientiously for the welfare of the 
schools, which is the first thought of your superintendent. 

To secure the best service and results, he must be a con- 
stant source of help and inspiration to the teachers, and the 
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teachers must honestly and earnestly, loyally and faithfully 
endeavor to carry forward his suggestions and plans. 

School committee and superintendent should be in har- 
monious touch, and mutual sympathy for the purposes of each 
should prevail. Even with all these conditions favorable, the 
best plans must come to naught, or at the most be but par- 
tially beneficial, if back of all, there is lacking co-operation of 
parents and other citizens. If these would rise to a whole- 
souled, conscientious spirit, laying aside all carping and mis- 
guided criticism, due to a lack of true knowledge of things, 
there would be much less waste of money, and much less of 
lifelong loss and damage to those whose happiness and charac- 
ters we hold in trust. 

It plainly becomes the duty of the superintendent to dis- 
cover points of failure or weakness that may exist. With the 
aid of the superintendent the teachers should as earnestly 
work to overcome such defects as may be within their power 
to overcome. 

There may be defects, beyond the power of the teachers 
to remove, for which the responsibility lies outside the school- 
room. If such exist, it certainly is my duty to inform you. 

More than this, the duty of all is to do our very best, and 
when we try to justify any action by saying, “That is the way 
we always have done,” we confess that we have not been 
doing our best, or else that we haye reached the limit of our 
growth for improvement. Only a superb egotist is ever 
thoroughly satisfied with what he does, and we need not be 
the less useful because we are not what we hope to be. 


Hiex Scuoot, 

Your action before the beginning of the school year, gave 
opportunity for a class to do third-year work, and derive a . 
benefit which they deserved, even at the expense of additional 
work required of the teachers. 

The change to a course of four years, prompted by the 
new law in relation to high schools, adopted by you at the 
beginning of the second term, is proving very popular with 
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the pupils. I am constantly hearing expressions of pleasure 
from them. 

Now an opportunity is provided, at home, for pupils to fit - 
for the normal schools, and colleges, with little additional ex- 
pense, as the state furnishes practically the cost of the extra 
teacher. With a good class coming in from the ninth grade, 
I see no reason why our high school may not be on a firm 
basis next year. ‘ 

ATTENDANCE, 

Consulting the reports of former superintendents, I find 
so much said about irregular attendance that I hesitate to 
mention anything upon the subject. The records naturally 
lead. one to infer that it is a chronic condition, peculiar to 
Millis. 

Knowing that there are parents so indifferent to the wel- 
fare of their children as to allow them to be irregular in at- 
tendance, and even to detain them from school for trivial pur- 
poses, the state, by law requires every child between the ages 
of seven and fourteen years, to attend school al/ of the time 
schools are in session in the town. Notwithstanding, there 
are found parents who wilfully deprive their children of school 
privileges, and by so doing create a disrespect for law, which 
leaves the mind of the child susceptible to anarchical teachings 
dangerous to the freedom of our country. 

~ Is irregular attendance due to lack of interest on the part 
. of teachers? Does the fact, that but of the 28 towns in the 
county, Millis is placed as the 27th in the amount of money 
raised and expended per child, point to one cause? Is it apathy 
on the part of the citizens? 

Usually those who haye least regard for the attendance 
of their children, are not apathetic when it comes to criticisms 
on the teacher and school officers. 

I cannot answer these questions, but I wish to appeal to 
the citizens through you to give the matter of attendance eare- 
ful thought and to see to it that a public spirit be aroused 
which will result in more care in this direction. 

I wish to add that I was greatly cheered and encouraged 
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to find that in Mrs. Newcombe’s room there was not an absence 
for the week ending January 16. ; 

On making comparisons with the records on file, I find 
the per cent of attendance go far this school year, indicating a 
little rise over that of the last few years, 

Bortpryes anp Grounps, 

Visitors to a town usually notice the condition of the 
school buildings. If these present an untidy appearance a 
lasting unpleasant effect is produced. The ill effect of such 
buildings upon the characters of the children cannot be 
measured, and it behooves us to be ever on the alert to guard 
against little things which in themselves seem trifling. Trifles 
in the right direction lead to perfection. 

The change you recently authorized in the heating plant 
of the Adams school, whereby the room in the third story is 
made available for use, provides a good recitation room for 
the additional classes. The janitor informs me that the change 
is very satisfactory in operation, the building heating more 
quickly, with less fuel, than ever before. This is certainly 
gratifying if an item of supposed expense proves to be a saving 
in the end. 

Your attention has been called in the past to the state of 
the walls in the corridors. The conditions of one year ago still 
exist, intensified by another year of use. 

The grounds are not an advertisement of thrift and taste 
on the part of the citizens, and I sincerely hope that some- 
thing will be done to improve the appearance. I feel that the 
children would appreciate a tidy yard, and that they would 
co-operate in maintaining a grass lawn in front. 

Tf a permanent assistant is to be placed in the Ellice 
school, new blackboards should be provided for the recitation 
room, 

The outbuildings here are a menace to the morals of the 
children, and should be replaced by something respectable. 

Books anv Suppiies. 

I found the schools generally well supplied with books. 
Those purchased during the year have been principally such 
48 were required by the formation of new classes. 
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To meet the requirements of more modern methods of 
book-keeping, the Meservey text-book was exchanged for Com- 
mercial and Industrial Book-keeping. By this system each 
pupil makes his records from the actual business papets, and 
these are handled as in regular office work. 

Many early advocates of vertical writing insisted that it 
is natural and self taught. The test of use seems to prove 
that good results can be obtained only as witb other systems, 
by careful teaching. To avoid the back hand, which is a seri- 
ous defect of the attempted vertical, it seems wise to use a 
System with somé degree of slant. To secure this, a change 
was made to the medial slant, Copy-books were selected 
having copies by the same author, hehce the forms of the let 
ters are practically the same us those of the vertical system in 
use, thus not requiring a radical change on the part of the 
pupils. 

After years of experience in teaching this special subject, 
Tam convinced that a child should be encouraged to delvelop 
an individual handwriting, produced by secufing an easy posi- 
tion, by careful training for legibility and rapidity, through 
the aid of the teacher. 

There were copy-books on hand of a System partially dis- 
carded several years ago. By exchanging for new books the 
cost was less for the year than wWotild have been the cost of 
buying the necessary books for the system in use, 

Only those supplies have been purchased which were ab- 
solutely needed to secure good work, and careful selections 
have been made. Teachers have distributed material with 
care. 

The supply bill is by no meahs a large one. 


Conciusi0n. 

A change in school administration, bringing together 
teachers and superintendent, strangers to each other, must 
necessarily produce conditions of trial which require mutual 
charity and help in order to saye the schools from injury. - 

I feel under obligation for the unswerving support of the 
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school committee, and wish to thank teachers, pupils and citi- 
zens for courtesies extended. 

The elements of progress, existing in our schools, must 
be nurtured for the best advancement of all. 

“Our grand business is not to see what lies dimly at a 
distance, but to do what lies closely at hand.”
